Planning fo r these im pro v ements 
started in 19 62 and has co ntinued 
thro ugh sev eral adm inistratio ns.

49 More POWs Freed; 
67 Remain In Hanoi 


CLARK AIR

Philippines 
(AP) — The Communists freed 49 
more American POWs in Hanoi today, 
including a charter pilot held longer 
than any other U.S. civilian prisoner in 
the war. 


Among the men freed were nine 
Americans captured in I,aos. A young 
Canadian missionary captured in Laos 
also was handed over. 


Two big flying hospitals brought the 
freed men from the North Vietnamese 
capital to Clark Air Base, the first stop 
on their trip home. 
The IO prisoners of the Communist 
Pathet Iiao arrived first, in midaf­ 


ternoon. I IM? other 40 Americans, who 
had been prisoners of North Vietnam, 
landed three hours later. 


The men freed today joined 27 
American military 
men and five 
civilians released by the Viet Cong in 
Hanoi Tuesday. Together with 67 
K)Ws to be freed Thursday, they are 
the last POWs to be released by the 
Communists under a repatriation 
program that began Feb. 12. 


Hanoi says the 67 being freed 
Thursday are the last Americans held 
in Vietnam. When they are handed 
over, a total of 587 American military 
men and civilians will have been re­ 


leased since Feb. 12.

New City Water, Sewerage 


System Designed ForGrowth 
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The City of Circleville will soon 
begin coastruction of major water 
system and wastewater treatment and 
sewer im provem ents which will 
provide for industrial, commercial and 
residential growth beyond the year 
2000, according to Charles Taylor, 
manager of city public utilities. 
Planning for these improvements 
started in 1962 and has continued 
through several administrations. 
The present city council and the 
administration through the passage of 
the recent sewer rate increase have 
taken the last major step to allow the 
construction to begin. The new sewer 
rate, as computed and recommended 
by the City’s Consultant, Floyd G. 
Browne and Associates, Limited, will 
replace the “flat rate” and will for the 
first time be an equitable rate based on 
water usage for Industrial, com­ 
mercial and residential users. 
This new sewer rate, in effect since 
January I, 1973, will produce an 
estimated $375,000 annual revenue 
sufficient to finance a new wastewater 
treatment plant, intercepting sewers 
and provide for operation and main­ 
tenance of the system. Under the old 
"flat rate,” which produced only 
$95,000, the system was subsidized by 
other funds. While some users will 
have considerable increases over the 
old “flat rate" the new rate should 
make users conscious of the value of 
their water utility and encourage them 
to conserve water. 
The improvements to the sanitary 
sewer system will consist of a new 
wastewatertreatm entfacility capable 
of meeting required state and federal 
water quality standards and several 
large intercepting sewers. The City 
has been under orders by the Ohio 
Environm ental Protection Agency 
since October 9, 1968 to design the 
wastewater treatment facility and 
must complete construction by Sep­ 
tember I, 1974. (\irrently the treat­ 
ment plant design of the $4,719,000 
project is completed and is awaiting 
approval of a75 per cent federal grant, 
of $3,539,000, for which the City is 
eligible lunier the provisions of the

This interceptor will replace 
the existing pumping station in Ted 
I>ewis Park with gravity flow. In ad­ 
dition to eliminating present and 
potential overloading of existing 
sewers, this interceptor will permit 
additional development of open areas 
northwest of the 
City. Additional 
revenues from these areas will soon 
make the sewer project self sup­ 
porting. A 75 per cent grant is an­ 
ticipated for all or a portion of this 
project. 
The proposed new water system 
improvements consist of increasing 
capacity of the w ater treatment plant 
from 2.0 million gallons per day to 4.0 
million gallons per day and adding 
water softening facilities. A 1.0 million 
gallon elevated storage tank on the 
south side in the vicinity of Crites Road 
and a 1.0 million gallon ground storage 
tank located in the area northest of the 
City will be added to the distribution 
system. 
I’he present water treatment facility 
provides rem oval of undesirable 
elements such as iron and manganese 
from the water and uses chlorine for 
disinfection. Water softening cannot be 
performed with the present facilities. 
The present plant capacity of 2.0 
million gallons a day is being ap­ 
proached or exceeded more frequently 
as water demand continues to increase 
and a water shortage could occur 
within a few years if immediate steps 
are not taken. 
The enlargem ent of the w ater 
treatment facilities will include water 
softening and automation of tile entire 
system to permit continuous operation 
when required.

Eckhart was two years into his term 
when he resigned and Gilligan re­ 


appointed him to a new six-year term, 
enabling him to receive a $2,288-a-year 
(lay increase. 
Eckhart barely escaped when lit* 
appeared before the Senate on his first 
appointment. Tile Senate failed to act 
on his confirmation, letting it become 
automatic when that .session (the 
109th) ajourned.

$25,168-n-year job. Republicans control 
the Senate 17-16, with 17 votes needed 
for confirmation.

is that all of it really relates to ways 
and means and devices for getting tin? 
talks started. By March of 1969, the 
talks had started,” he said. 
This contradicted earlier testimony 
by a government witness, Brig. Gen. 
Paul F. Gorman, who said release of 
the study might have adversely af­ 
fected Hie U.S. role in the Paris talks. 
The defendants, charged 
with 
espionage, conspiracy and theft, claim 
they committed no crime by copying 
the Pentagon study in 1969 because it 
no longer related to national defense. 
Fisher, 58, is dean of tile Georgetown

It is o ften imperativ e to seek ad­ 
ditio nal adv ice fro m specialists 
befo re a co mplex pro blem is co m 
pletely understo o d. Do cto rs freely 
seek such additio nal suppo rt, and 
patients sho uld feel free to ask fo r such 
co nfirmatio n o f a medical o pinio n 
Open and frank discussio n with a 
do cto r abo ut an additio nal o pinio n has 
many adv antages. Do cto rs do no t 
co nsider it is a reflectio n o il them if a 
patient and his family ask fo r co n­ 
sultatio n with a specialist. 
When there is co mplete faith in the 
relatio nship between do cto r and 
patient, the patient asks the do cto r to 
suggest a co nsultant rather than to 
find 
o ne 
witho ut 
the 
do cto r’s 
kno wledge. 
Then the co mbined judgment really 
beco mes v aluable and the bo nd bet­ 
ween 
the 
do cto r 
and 
patient 
is 
so lidified. 
When any co nflict arises between a 
do cto r and his patient it can be 
clarified and rectified with an attitude 
o f mutual respect. This bo nd is to o

His own 
pattern of living presents problems 
that can be identical with those of his 
patients. 
All 
physicians 
have

responsibilities. As parents, their 
problems are no different from those 
of their patients. 
And illnesses play a role in their 
lives as acutely as in the lives of their 
patients. 
Emotional upsets and conflicts occur 
with the same intensity, and demand 
time-consuming attention. 
Yet the doctor is too often expected 
to be almost superhuman in the control 
of his own emotions while acting as the 
stabilizer in the lives of his patients. 
One of the great contributions a 
patient can make in the doctor-patient 
relationship is to be sensitive and 
understanding of the pressures on the 
doctor as he tries to maintain a 
complete picture of calm objectivity. 
The patient has the right to seek 
relief from his anxieties about illness, 
in addition to the treatment for his

His business is soaring with soaring 
Im‘o1 trices. Horsemeat, high in protein 
and with no fat, is an easy winner at 
the cash register. 
Tenderloin beef steak was selling for 
$2.98 per pound at one chain super­ 
market here Monday. Tenderloin 
liorsemeat steak, Carroll’s most ex- 


|M*nsive item, was going for 95 cents a 
pound. 


Joyce Becker of Portland was 
among a half dozen customers stan­ 
ding outside tile store at 7:30 a.m., a 
half-hour before Carroll opened hsi 
doors. Like so many others looking for 
alternatives to high-cost beef, she said 
she switdied to horsemeat because of 
the price. 
“ I’ve been buying it tor ore* year now 
and I like it better than beef,” she said. 
“ I have a little boy, I ‘Ab, who won’t 
eat l**e f,” she said. “ I only buy it when 
I run out of horsemeat.” 


Horse meat is darker than beef, is 
prepared similarly and generally is as 
much a family meal to Carroll’s 
customers as beef is to supermarket 
shoppers. 
Carroll’s JAH Market has ex- 
perienced a tremendous boost in sales 
since a Portland newspaper, The 
Oregonian, published a front page 
story March 8 in which a housewife 
revealed she had been .serving her hus­ 
band horsemeat for three years 
without his knowledge. 
Sales in 1973 have been averaging 
about 8,000 pounds a week, but this 
would Im* higher if Carroll could meet 
the high demands of his customers. 
“ Supply really is insufficient,” he 
says. “Our supplier is a very small 


concern and so are we.” 
Carroll gets his meat from Hor- 
seineat Packers, Inc., at Hubbard, 
Ore., which supplies meat for human 
consumption only to Carroll. 
Horsemeat Packers sells roughly 
two-thirds of its production for pet 
food. 
Carroll figures if business “ keeps up 
like it is and the exporters keep ex­ 
erting, I think there will be a flanger 
of running short of horses.” He fears 


horsemeat prices then would approach 
the cost of beef “ like it did at one time 
Is'fore I think back in the 1950s it al­ 
most caught up with beef because they 
forced up the prices by using up the 
supply of horses.” 
While the sales are booming, Carroll 
is happy. And when he sells out in one 
day, he’s assured of at least a one-day 
break Im*fore reopening. 
“ A three-day week that’s really 
rough'” he said.

Senate Votes 
No Abortion 
Regulations 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) - The Senate 
has voted overwhelmingly to bar the 
government from forcing doctors or 
private religious hospitals to perform 
abortions or sterilizations. 
The provision was added by a 92-1 
vote to a bill extending for a year 45 
federal health programs that expire 
June 30. 
Republicans tried to reduce the 
extension to four months but lost 56 to 
37. 
The measure was passed 72 to 19 and 
sent to the House where the Commerce 
Committee 
is 
working 
on 
similar 
legislation. 
The 
Senate vote 
to extend the 
programs marked another challenge 
to President Nixon in the battle of the 
budget. 
The administration strongly opposed 
the extension measure and indicated it 
would be vetoed. The President is 
planning to close down several of the 
programs within three months in­ 
cluding Hill-Burton hospital con­ 
struction grants and com m unity 
mental health centers. 
Sen. 
Fra n k 
Church, 
D-Idaho, 
sponsor of the abortion adjustment, 
explained that health personnel and 
institutions would not have to perform 
abortions or sterlizations if the refusal 
were based on religious belief or moral 
conviction. 
The ban would apply to personnel or 
institutions 
that 
participate 
in 
federally financed programs such as 
Hill-Burton for hospitals or Medicare 
for physicians.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (AP) - A 
recent $2,000 raise has enabled the 
Marvin Menzels to maintain last 
year’s standard of living. 
“That should tell you something 
right there,” said Menzel, about his 
raise and promotion to a product 
m anager at Honeywell Inc., the 
electronics and computer firm. 
“Very few people have that good 
fortune and if it takes that drastic an 
increase to maintain your standard of 
living then I think the situation is 
pretty serious.” His increase comes to 
about 13 per cent. 
Menzel, his wife Dawn and two 
children live modestly if not frugally 
on his new gross income of $17,000. 
While the Menzels haven’t had to make 
any major cutbacks, except for buying 
less expensive cuts of meat, neither 
can remember ever being so conscious 
of money and prices. 
Menzel is planning to replace his 
1969 Ford — she has a 1971 Pinto — but 
not before he does some serious 
comparison shopping. 
“I can’t remember when I’ve been 
so deliberate about buying a car,” said 
Menzel, 29. “It will probably be a 
traum a.” 
I^ast summer they planted a small 
vegetable garden for the children to 
play with. This year they plan to raise 
vegetables. 
Recently they tallied their canceled 
checks for food from Jan. I through 
March 15 of last year and came up with 
$299. This year the figure was $380.38. 
“But we aren’t exactly eating like 
we were eating last year,” said Mrs. 
Menzel, 25. “You watch more closely. 
You go from hamburger to the roast. 
You try to figure out where is the most 
waste by shrinkage or by bone.” 
Sirloin steak is now a company-only 
treat and a weekly menu more than 
likely will include spaghetti, hash, 
pork and chile. Sometimes she shops 
several times in one week because, she 
said, she can’t face spending a large 
Rent Squeeze 
Gets Worse, 
Solons Told 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The rent 
squeeze is on from Milwaukee to 
Miami, catching the old and the poor in 
the crunch, witnesses have told a 
House committee considering rent- 
control legislation. 
A Milwaukee woman is paying $125 a 
month for an apartment that cost $75 a 
few weeks ago. Despite the 66-per-cent 
increase, the floor still is rotten and the 
plaster is falling off. 
Wisconsin Lt. Gov. M artin J. 
Schreiber cited that example to the 
House Commerce Committee Monday, 
and 
representatives 
of 
tenants 
organizations in other cities told of 
similar cases. 
But landlords say they, too, have 
been caught in a crush of rising prices 
for painting, plumbing and fuel oil. 
Tenants urged Congress to impose 
federal rent controls. The landlords 
said controls would only force more 
and more of them to walk away from 
unprofitable buildings, aggravate a 
housing shortage, and lead in the end 
to still higher rents because of a 
demand far outstripping supply.

sum of money all at once. 
A year ago she' shopped at only one 
grocery store. Now it’s two and 
recently, when she wanted to fill her 
freezer, she went to three. 
For that shopping trip Mrs. Menzel 
scrutinized four fullpage newspaper 
ads, clipped coupons and made three 
shopping lists. Before it was all over 
the excursion took two hours and cost 
$50.17 for IO bags of groceries. 


Bananas were IO cents a pound 
where she bought them; 12 cents 
elsewhere. The beef steak she bought 
was 99 cents a pound; $1.59 at another 
store. She got turkey for 49 cents a 
pound instead of 59 cents and 79 cents 
at two other markets. 
The Menzels do not keep a formal 
budget but their joint checking ac­ 
count, which they balance carefully, 
serves that purpose. 
She writes a check for everything, 
even 72 cents to the newsboy. 
Both cars are paid for. In fact, she 
paid cash for the Pinto and insisted 
that the car dealer remove the white 
sidewall tires and radio in order to 
bring down the cost. Menzel makes all 
the car repairs. 
Their decisions to buy are made 
carefully. They almost always pay 
cash and always buy sale items. When 
they bought their Mediterrean-style 
bedroom and living room furniture on 
sale, they persuaded the store to give 
them a cut on a color television and 
stereo console, too. 
Their only installment payment is on 
the 25-year, 7l4 per cent mortgage on 
their $32,000, three-bedroom home on 
the outskirts of Edina, a prosperous 
suburb of Minneapolis. Though they 
could have gotten more house for less 
money in another suburb, they chose 
this one in what she calls the “poor 
man’s end of Edina” so the children 
could go to the area’s good schools. 
The Menzels have a simple lifestyle, 
centered around the lutheran church 
and their family. They do not drink or 
smoke. 
She has no ambition to have a large 
house, a swimming pool or mem­ 
bership in the country club, not far 
from their home. Her most expensive 
dr^ss cost $40. a purchase she feels 
guilty about but she rationalizes that 
she has worn it frequently. 


He needs a new suit, a $150 ex­ 
penditure, and possibly he would like a 
pool 
table 
for 
their 
basem ent 
recreation room. He will buy the suit. 
The pool table he can do without. 


They do most of the repairs on their 
home. They remodeled the kitchen for 
about $1,000, which included the 
purchase price of a garbage disposal 
and dishwasher. They had the lino­ 
leum floor laid professionally, though 
they took up the old carpet and did the 
sanding themselves. 


Kristine, 5, 
attends a 
morning 
nursery school which costs $21 a month 
but so far most of the children’s ex­ 
penses are small. Swimming lessons 
for Scott, 7, at a municipal pool are 
only $3 for a course. 


However, Mrs. Menzel feels the 
prices of ch ild ren ’s clothes are 
outrageous. Kristine recently spotted a 
rain jacket in a store for $23. They 
didn’t buy it. 
One thing she refuses to compromise 
on is shoes. Scott’s cost $17; Kristine’s, 
$15. 
Garage sales are big business on the 
street of pastel-colored ranch-style 
homes and Mrs. Menzel often buys 
clothes for the children from neigh­ 
bors. A winter coat for Scott cost $4. 
She also got an eight-year-old sewing 
machine for $50 and she makes some of 
the children’s clothes on it. 
She tries to convey good spending 
habits to the children. When Kristine 
wants to pick out four packages of 
candy for her birthday party, she 
makes her choose only three. She re­ 
sists the temptation to let the children 
add items to the grocery cart. 
Even Scott recently exclaimed about 
the increase in prices when the tooth 
fairy left him 25 cents for a molar, in­ 
stead of the usual 15 cents. 
“I guess the tooth fairy is doing all 
right,” said Mrs. Menzel. 
For entertainment, the Menzels go to 
a movie about once every two months 
at $2.75 per ticket. This year they have 
gone to several hockey games on a 
friend’s season tickets. At Christmas 
they saw the play, “ I Do, I Do,” at a 
dinner theater for $8 each. She goes to 
a ceramics class on Tuesdays which 
costs $1.50; and to Bible class on 
Wednesday which costs nothing. Baby 


sitters are $1 an hour when a neighbor 
is not available. 
Menzel saves through a stock option 
plan which allows him to buy up to 12 
per cent of his salary in Honeywell 
stock at a reduction. When the stock 
goes up in price, he sells it and uses 
that money 
for 
major cash 
ex­ 
penditures, 
such 
as 
insurance 
prem ium s. Each month he also 
automatically buys a $25 savings bond 
for the children’s education. 
By the end of the year, they may 
have $1,000 left in savings, not counting 
the savings bonds. 
On last year’s vacation they went to 
visit her parents in louisville, Ky. This 
year when Menzel has a business trip 
to California he plans to take the 
family to Disneyland. 
A deeply religious couple, the 
Menzels give close to IO per cent of 


their income to the church or the 
various causes that come to their 
attention. Two weeks ago, a man in 
church took up a collection for the 
Indians at Wounded Knee, S.D. Menzel 
gave $8, every penny in his pocket. 
All things considered the Menzels 
think the cost of living increase may 
have come along at a time to make 
them think twice about their spending 
habits. 
“It’s probably been a good side ef­ 
fect on the cost of living increase — an 
increased awareness of how you are 
spending your money,” Menzel said. 
“We are fortunate in not having to 
make any major adjustments, to some 
one as fortunate as we are it could be a 
blessing. For someone who is on a not 
too much lower income level than we 
are, I see nothing but disadvantages ...

NKW YORK (AP) - J oseph C. Dey , 
J r., commissioner of the pro golf tour, 
denied today that black golfers had 
l>een ordered not to discuss the Mas­ 
ters Tournament. 
He insisted there was no gag rule for 
mem bers of the PGA Tournament 
Play ers Div ision. 
“ It would be stupid of us to impose 
such a rule,” Dey said from his New 
York headquarters. “ This is a free 
world and a man may say what he 
pleases. The only restriction is a code 
of conduct for all m em bers. They 
cannot say or do any thing that will 
reflect unfav orably on the g am e or any 
of its aspects.” 
D ey ’s statem ent followed published 
reports from Greensboro, N.C., the 
current stop on the tour, that such an 
order had been handed down appar­ 
ently as the result of the I-ee Elder 
case. 
Elder becam e the center of a con­ 
trov ersy 
last 
w eek 
when 
18 
Congressmen, 
headed 
by 
Herman 
Badillo of New York, had sent a wire to 
Clifford Roberts, tournament director 
of the M asters, that a special inv itation 
be issued to Elder, a black. 
No black play er has ev er competed 
in the Masters. 
Roberts promptly replied that a 
black golfer would be accepted as soon 
as he m eets one of the many qualify ing 
standards. To make an 
ex ception 
because a play er is black, Roberts 
said, would be “ discrimination in re­ 
v erse.” 
E lder, 
in terv iew ed 
by 
The 
Associated 
Press at his home 
in 
Washington, D.C., after the ex chang e, 
charged that Roberts didn’t want a 
black play er in the M asters. “ He 
wants to keep it lily white as he’s had it 
since it beg an,” Elder was quoted as 
say ing. Contacted by Dey at New 
Orleans last week, where he competed, 
the Negro golfer insisted he was 
misquoted. “ What I said was that since 
they ’v e changed their rules, it m akes it

her party’s aim. 
“ Any law which uses force to violate 
rights — that law’s wrong, ifs im­ 
moral,” she said. “ All tax laws we 
oppose.” 
But a law that “ protects rights — 
laws against trespass, libel, any laws 
protecting property, that we favor. 
“ No one has the right to one minute 
of our lives or one penny of our in­ 
comes,” she said adding that govern­ 
ment lacks them because “ you cannot 
delegate a nonexistant right.” The 42- 
year-old Cleveland businesswoman 
heads a party with “ very active” 
groups in Cincinnati and Dayton and 
“ not so active” ones in Columbus and 
Toledo. In keeping with party con­ 
cepts, local groups are “ free to operate 
pretty much autonomously,” she said. 
Active in politics for years — she

in

Goldwater’s 
presidential campaign in 1960, for 
instance, 
she 
finds

chair­ 
manship “ a very heady thing, being 
able to take positions without having to 
check with somebody.” 
The party wants to run candidates 
for governor or senator but may have 
trouble gaining official recognition, 
she said “ Ohio has very heavy election 
requirements for minority parties.” 
Elim ination 
of 
compulsory 
education laws and “ of the tax that 
goes to support that state monopoly” 
are likely to be the party’s main Ohio 
issues, she said. She also wants to 
erase “ victimless crime” laws such as 
those dealing with gambling or with 
sexual relations between consenting 
adults. 
She also would like to get rid of state 
licensing of professional people. 
Principles, not personalities, in­ 
terest libertarians, she said. “ It’s our 
ideas that are important.” And she 
said it was easier to work with in­ 
tellectuals than to popularize the prin­ 
ciples. 
But “ people are very basically 
Libertarians,” she said. “ If you have 
no right to walk into your neighbor’s 
house with a gun and take his money to 
support education, why should you 
think the state should do it with 
taxes?”

Local Tax Bill 


(’olumbia Gas of Ohio, Inc., and its 
associate companies — Columbia Gas 
Transmission Corp. and the Ohio 
Valley Gas Co. — spent more than $28 
million to pay state and local tax bills 
during 1972, according to Calvin C. 
Hanford, C ircleville manager for 
Columbia Gas of Ohio. 
Hanford said this is $2.4 million more 
than the $25.7 million in state and local 
taxes paid by the companies in 1971. 
He pointed out that “ except for 
money spent to purchase gas, taxes 
(including federal taxes) are the 
companies’ 
largest 
single 
ex­ 
penditure.” 
In Pickaway County, Hanford said 
the three companies paid a total of 
$121,486 in property taxes. This is an 
increase of $2,443 over the amount paid 
in 1971 and is due to the construction of 
new pipelines and other facilities in the 
county during the past year. 
Statewide the three companies paid 
more than $13.9 million in property 
taxes in 1972. 
These taxes were 
distributed to tax districts for school 
operations and county, township, city 
and village government purposes. 
Some 400 school districts received 
about 78 per cent of this amount. 
The companies also paid more than 
$13.8 million in state excise taxes. 
More than $303,102 was paid to the 
state under the Ohio sales and use tax 
and Public Utilities Commission 
maintenance tax.

WASHINGTON (A P) — 
They’ve been holding sort of 
an electronic bazaar here this 
week. It’s called the 51st an­ 
nual 
convention 
of 
the 
National 
Association 
of 
Broadcasters and it is an 
amazing scene. 
There are scores of hospi­ 
tality suites and information 
booths in the convention’s two 
main hotels—the Shoreham 
and the Sheraton Park—3nd 
program 
vendors 
are 
hawking their wares at a 
furious pace. 
New technical develop­ 
ments are being exposed, 
with engineering salesmen 
pitching such items as an 
“ FM 
excitor 
2202A,” 
a 
“ digital 
antenna 
monitor” 
and 
a 
“ drop-out 
com­ 
pensator.” 
There also are hundreds of 
broadcast executives wan­ 
dering about, braving hard­ 
sell campaigns with a wan 
smile while expressing hopes 
the next elevator shows up 
before the convention ends. 
Almost unnoticed in all this 
when the convention began 
Monday morning was a 
broadcast workshop session 
called “ Woman Power: Use 
It or Lose It.” 
It was run by a group called 
American Women in Radio & 
Television (AWRT). Mon­ 
day’s session marked the first 
time AWRT ever had been 
part of the regular NAB 
convention schedule. 
T h e 
2 2 - y e a r - o l d 
organization 
claims 
a 
national membership of 2,800 
women in broadcasting and 
advertising, according to 
Rose Blyth Kemp, AWRT’s 
president, and vice president 
of a small Ios Angeles college 


that specializes in broadcast 
education. 
The three AWRT panelists, 
one of them Miss Kemp, 
downplayed the negative, 
accentuated the positive and 
essentially 
said 
sex 
discrimination in broad­ 
casting is slowly on the way 
out. As a result they were 
accused of “ smugness” by a 
woman in the audience of 
both men and women. 
F^xcept for that moment, 
there was little rancor or bit­ 
terness in the proceedings. 
And there was a pretty in­ 
teresting claim made by one 
panelist and two male station 
managers in the audience. 
They said that while small 
radio stations offer a wide 
world of opportunities to wo­ 
men, few young women try to 
gain experience with them 
before moving on to big-time 
broadcasting. 
“They head mostly to big 
metropolitan areas to find 
jobs, rather than out to the 
small stations that could give 
them some experience in 
every phase of the business,” 
the panelist, Mrs. Virginia 
Pate Wetter, said in an in­ 
terview. 
Mrs. Wetter is president of 
WAS A-AM and WHIXl-FM in 
Havre de Grace, Md., a small 
town about 35 miles from 
Baltimore.

Central Railroad officials were to open 
a hearing today in Conway, Pa., to find 
the causes of two March 18 train acci­ 
dents, one of which killed a man and 
injured 02 others near Palestine 
Company officials said th e y will 
interview the crews of the two trains to 
determine the weather and track 
conditions at the time of the accidents. 
They said they will also try to find out 
if the crews violated any operating or 
safety rules. 
The last five cars of Amtrak’s 
Broadway Limited passenger train, 
operated by Penn Central, derailed 
during a snowstorm 
near 
East 
Palestine south of Youngstown. The 
accident killed railroad employe S. G. 
Wintoniak and injured 92 passengers 
and employes. 
About two hours earlier, a freight 
train became uncoupled on the same 
track. The front portion of the train 
then stopped quickly causing the rear 
section to ram it from behind.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Convicted 
Watergate conspirator James W. 
McCord Jr. 
agreed 
to answer 
questions under oath today at a closed- 
door interview with a special Senate 
investigation committee. 
The interview, arranged by the 
committee 
late 
Tuesday, 
is 
preliminary to later public hearings on 
the 
bugging 
of 
Democratic 
headquarters 
in 
the 
Watergate 
complex here and other alleged 
political espionage and sabotage in 
last year’s presidential campaign. 
E. Howard Hunt Jr., another of those 
awaiting sentencing for the Watergate 
break-in and bugging, was to return 
again before a federal grand jury 
today. 
Hunt, one of five who pleaded guilty 
at the start of the Watergate trial bust 
January, spent more than an hour 
before the grand jury Tuesday. His 
return indicated he was answering 
questions, unlike G. Gordon Liddy, 
another convicted 
defendant, who 
refused Monday to answer questions 
on 
grounds 
of 
possible 
self- 
incrimination. 
Meanwhile, 
two key 
Republican 
senators urged President Nixon to let 
White House Counsel John W. Dean III 
testify before the Watergate panel. 
“ It’s in the best interest of the White 


House that the whole thing be bared 
and cleaned up,” Sen. John Tower of 
Texas, chairman of the Senate GOP 
Policy Committee, told newsmen. 
And Sen. Norris Cotton of New 
Hampshire, head of the Senate 
Republican Conference, said ex­ 
perience has taught him that it is tad 
policy to prolong and drag out “ some 
kind of mystery or scandal." 
Published reports say McCord told 
lawyers for the Watergate committee 
that Dean and former White House 
aide Jeb Stuart Magruder hail prior 
knowledge 
of 
the 
Watergate 
wiretapping. The White House and 
Magruder issued statements of denial. 
Nixon has adopted a policy of 
refusing to allow aides to testify before 
Congress, citing executive privilege.

Tuesday that a request by two House* 
members to have lX*an testify in 
connection with hearings on executive 
privilege is being studied. 
Reps. 
William S. Moorhead, D-Pa., and John

the Watergate or on anything that 
would infringe on his confidential 
relationship with Nixon. 
Five persons have pleaded guilty 
and two—Liddy and McCord have 


been found guilty of conspiracy and 
wiretapping in connection with the 
Democratic headquarters breakin. 
I ,iddy was sentenced to up to 20 years 
in prison, but Judge John J. Sirica 
delayed final sentencing of the others 
while urging them to cooperate in the 
continuing investigations.

Vo-Rehab Veto 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The crucial 
vote is likely in the House next week on 
a $2.6-billion vocational-rehabilitation 
bill, vetoed by President Nixon to force 
the year's first showdown on spending 
with the Democratic-controlled Con­ 
gress. 
The Senate is expected to muster the 
needed two-thirds vote to override 
Nixon’s veto when it takes up the 
measure next Tuesday. The House out­ 
look is considered uncertain. 
Though both House and Senate 
passed the bill by lopsided margins, a 
House move backed by the Nixon 
administration to reduce it was beaten 
on a relatively close 213-165 vote. 
The measure, a three-year extension 
of the program that provides grants to 
the states for the physically and 
mentally handicapped, was the first of 
12 bills vetoed by Nixon last year, after 
Congress adjourned, to meet the same 
fate after repassage this year. 
This year’s bill is $800 million 
smaller than the one vetoed last year. 
An authorization measure, it sets the 
ceiling for the program with actual 
funds to be provided in a later appro­ 
priations bill. 
In his veto message Tuesday, Nixon 
declared that enactment of measures 
that surpass his budget could lead to a 
15-percent increase in personal income 
taxes. 
“ If we allow the big spenders to 
sweep aside budgetary restraints,” 
Nixon said, “ we can expect an in­ 
crease of more than $50 billion in 
federal spending before the end of fis­ 
cal year 1975.” 
Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif., chief 
Senate sponsor, replied that “ tta 
President clearly hasn’t read this bill 
and doesn’t know what’s in it.” 
He said the vocational-rehabi- 
litation programs “ have proven to ta 
among the most cost-effective of any in 
the federal government” and added 
that this year’s bill “ has met the 
President more than half way” by 
cutting $881 million from the 1972 
measure.
